able, and a break in the ranks of Lho strik- 
ers is predicted before tho week ends. 
The eommiltocmcii aro said to bo using 
iriouey -fruu:y, anil have thus succeeded 'in 
keeping very many lukewarm miners' from 
going to work.

Tho miners have lost ir. wayes $1.125,000, 
nnd the Heading railroad on coal and coal 
freights has lest at least $2,000,000. Be- 
sides this there is tho tearful loss no manu- 
facturers aud merchants.

THE 'POPE'S ABILITY. 


Hoiv JTe, as 11 Younc Ulan, ".Put Doirn In- 


solent Benovonto Nobles. 


His ability and administi-utive capacity 


soon attracted the attention of the author- 
ities at ths Vatican, remarks a writer In 
the Allitnaum, and, after a Bhort appren- 
ticeship in the routine of administration at 
Rorne, he \vas sent by Gregory XVT. to as- 
sumd the Governorship ef the province of 
Becevonto, ivbich was then in a state of 
great disorder. 
Tho petty nobles op- 


pressed tho poor, some of them having 
gangs of brigands in their serricc. 


Tho new Governor set vigorously to 


vork protecting the peasantry and restor- 
ing order, and the insolent nobles and cor- 
rupt officials were not long ir, discovering 
that in the young priest—for J&achim Pecci 
waa then only twenty-eight—they had not 
only tae:r match but their master. 
Ho 


went personally among tho peasantry, in- 
quired minutely into their grievances, ex- 
amined their accusations against the land- 
lords and their agents, cited tho accusers 
and accused before him, and sifted the evi- 
dence careful)}- himself. Ho had, more- 
over, a sufficient force of military and po- 
llco to enforce his authority, and he used 
-them with rigorous impartiality, which 
practically meant for putting down tho ex- 
actions and oppressions of the lords of tho 
soiL 


Privilege and property accordingly took 


alarm. A deputation went to Rome to im- 
peach tho Governor as "a revolutionary 
ruler" who was undermining the rights of 
property and of tho aristocracy, and setting 
class against class. But the Pope had con- 
fidence in Pecci and supported him against 
open menace and private intrigue. One day 
a noble who found himself watched by tho 
detectives of Pecci called on tbe Governor 
and threatened that if he interfered with 
him any more ho would go to Roa.0 and 
complain of the Governor's conduct. "Havo 
you given the matter enough thought}" 
asked Pecci. "Certainly," said tio Mar- 
Quls. ''I don't agree with you," replied 
Pecci. "In these matters one can not re- 
flect too much, and you will, therefore, 
favor me by remaining here as my prisoner." 
That night tb.fi nobleman's castle was sur- 
roundod and twenty-eight brigands who en- 
joyed his protection -were either slain or 
captured.
